| A MOrrible Story from the Coun. 


ty of Dundas, 

_ On the 24th inst. Albert Samuel Ki 
Edward Keelor, Mrs, Cory, me eden 
Jano Keelor, John Valk, alias Bedstead 
husband of Abigail Kocler, the sister of 
the other prisoner, were arraigued in the 
Magistrato’s , Court in Cornwall charged 
with the murder of Isaac Keoler, the fa- 
ther of the family, in 1870, and: of John 
Cory, husband of Annette Jane, in 1871, 
Albert Samuel and Edward Kooler wore 
also arraigned on» charge cf incest, their 
sistor Annette being the female party of 
the second part. The Principal features of 
this horrible caso have already been pub- 
lished in the ree Press immediately after 
tho arrest of the wang. Tho details are 
briefly as follows :—In 1870 Albere Samuel 
(familiarly known as Abby Sim) and’ Ed- 
ward Keeler, Mrs. Oory-and her husband 
John Cory, and Valk Bedstead and his 
mite, nee Abigal Keeler, lived: with the 
hea of the family, lenac Kevler, in a lone- 
ly section of the Township of Matilds 
County of Dundas, Isaac was an wla man 
of 70, very infirm and reputed to be rich, 
Ho owned five hundred acres of excellent 
land in Matilda, and his two sons 
and two dauyhters, with the  hut- 
bands of the latter, helped him 
on the farm, To June, 1870, he died 
suddenly, Aninquest was held and the 
family arrested, but released, there being 
no proof that they had killed him, although 
tho medical testimony shows that he died

During Sir John’s 
tenure of office, since Contederation, 
many thousands of dollars have annoual- 
ly disappeared for what the public was 
led tobelieve necessary measures of 
Frotection. There are now grave reasons 
to believe that the funds thus employed, 
or a large share of them, were appropri- 
ated to purposes otier than those speci- 
fied in the Secret Service contract. Sir 
Hugh Allan's princely donations to the 
election expenses of the Conservative 
party in 1872 were not the only assis- 
tance 2f a similar nature received. Per- 
haps, however, the money voted for Se- 
cret Service purposes was made available 
to help impecunious “young fellows” 
who were anxious to assist Sir John, at 
previous and subsequent dates to the 
Pacific Railway Scandal. 

’ SOUTH ONTARIO.. 


“The motion for papers, &c., relating 
to the Ontario Bunk and Government 
deposits therein resulted adversely to the 
claims of the Opposition ; but that does 
not prevent the party organs repeating 
what has heen shown to be void of truth.

They urge too, that the 
present regulations which force them to 
make gas free from sulphur and hydrogen 
are sufficiently severe to ensure a good 
light—an article which, when burned, will 
not vitiate the atmosphore. They hold that

MR. GOLDWIN SMITH REPUDIATED, 


From the Globe. 


t March 31, 
The Daily Telegraph, in an editorial, dis- 
cusses Mr, Goldwin Smith’a Fortnightly 
Review manifesto.

The Telegraph goos on to say:— The de- 
mand for grain, timber, and potroloum 
from the Dominion is destined to haye an 
indefinite expansion, while the consignments 
of live and dead cattle to this country 
(England) bid fair to transcend all the other 
exported commodities. Even if Canadian 
duties should remain stationary, they do 
not oppose obstacles to Canada’s commer- 
cial relations with Great Britain so formid- 
able as those caused by the tariff adopted 
by the United States. On the other hand, 
should the statesmen of the Dominion ever 
espouse the principle of Free Trade, to- 
wards which they happily evince a manifost 
leaning, Canada will turoish a more impor- 
tant market for British wares than ut any 
previous period. We are under no appre- 
hension that either annexation or union 
with the United States is near, as the poo- 
ple of the Dominion rank among the most 
loyal of our colonies, and betray not even 
the faintest wish for the severance of their 
connection with the British Crown, They

liquor law. The debate that terminated 
on Wednesday clearly demonstrated the 
"fact that while a large majority of those 
supporting the Government are favorable 
to temperance legislation, they do not be-

~ ‘ition. They regarded Dr. Shultz’s mo- 
_ tion as being dishonest and representing 
a political principle. The Premier once

also discover that it does dot cost any more 
to raiso # throe-yoar-old steor that will 
weigh 1,400 to 1,600 than it will to raise a 
scrub that will weigh from 700 to 1,000 
pounds, and the same holds equally good 
with hogs. I have some at a year old that 
will weigh 300 pounds or over, ‘and ‘others 
of the same age that will only weigh half as 
much, and all have the same feed and the 
same chance.

OONTESTED MUNICIPAL ELEOTION. 


JODGE SHERWOOD'S JODGMENT,—DOYLE VY. 
MBAGHER. 


The election for Bleecker Ward held 
in January {ast is contested on several 
grounds, and among them for miscount of 
ballots. The returning officer in his re- 
turn states there were three candidates, 
and that the following number were polled 
for: 

Jobn Doyle, 109, 

James Hambly, 160, 

James Meagher, 111. 

That there were two papers rejected as 
having a writing or mark by which the 
yoter could be identified and 9 unmarked or 
void for uncertainty. The return was 
made in the usual way to the Clerk of th® 
Municipality. . 

An order for inspection of the ballots 
was obtained, and at the inspection the 
rejected votes were mixed with those 
allowed, and the returning officer not hay. 
{og written the word rejected on them 
they could not be afterwards identified, 
‘here is nothing to show that it was caused 
in any way except by accident. One pack- 
age of votes produced by Mr, Newbery 
containing 192 papers was admitted to be 
allright, and that Doyle and Meagher 
wore equal, Twonty-three were objected 
to by either one or the other. Hambly’s 
election is not disputed. 

For the purpose of disposing of the 
scrutiny, the objected ballots ara divided 
into four classes. ‘ 

1, Irregularly marked. 

2. Incomplete initislling 

3. Not initialed. 

4, Marked on back. 

No, 1. It appears to me that if the namo 
John Doyle in larger letters is the name 
opposite which the voter should have plac- 
ed his cross that the cross is not 
opposite but below the name and if 
the name in smaller letters is the one it is 
placed to the right but not opposite. The 
cited cases led me to suppose that the in- 
tention of the voter is what should be 
sought after and it appears to me that he 
intended to vote for Doyle, There was 
evidently no intention on his part to vote 
for Meagher for he has written his name 
over the word Hambly. This vote I think 
should be counted for Doyle, 

No. 2. The cross is written in the com- 
partment that has Doyle's namo, and al- 
though below and not opposite the name 
should be counted for Doyle. The mark 
below in the compartment in wuiwu 
Meagher’s name is, has nothing whereby a 
person could recognizs by whom the ballot 
was cast. It looks to me as if the voter 
commenced whero he did not intend to 
Place his cross, and on the disccvory of the 
fact ho had dosisted, This also should 
be for Doyle. 

No. 3, Should under tho ruling of Mr, 
Vice-Chancellor Blake not be counted for 
the reason he gives that the voter com- 
menced but did not complete hia intention 
of making the cross. 

No. 4, Seems to mo to be a cross, al- 
though one arm only is complete, the other 
barely passing the upright atroke, It 
should be counted for Meagher, 

No. 5. The intention evidently of the 
voter was to make a cross, although the 
horizontal stroke is not at right anglos 
with the upward stroke, Tho figure 9 
opposite Hambly’s namo could not enable 
& person to recognizs for whom the ballot 
was cast. This vote should bo counted for 
Doyle. 

No. 6. In this onde two ocronsos hayo 
beon placed opposite Doyle's name, and I 

believe all the authorities recognize this as | 
a good ballot, Counted for Doylo,. 

No. 7. This U think is a good ballot for 
both parties the crosses beiog in my opin-

equally atrong with respect to the not 
counting of markod votes, the latter de. 
claring them to be void, Tho BOth See. of 
tho Dominion Aot and 38th Sec. of the Mu- 
nicipal Ballot Act‘are tho same in the dis- 
ocretionary power given to a tribunal trying 
an olection, if it is of opinion such non- 
compliance or mistake did not affect the 
result of the election, I cannot seo that 
the non-initialling of some of the ballots or 
the writing on the back of others has af- 
focted this election in its reault, 

No, 4, This class contains 4 ballot pap- 
pers, on all of which there is writing. The 
returning officer states in evidence that ho 
did the writing after tho ballots were re- 
turned to him, after marking by the voters, 
The writing, he says; was for tho purpose 
of identifying the votes, Clearly, the voters 
or tho candidates ought not to be held re- 
sponsible for his acts. I feel great doubt 
as to this class, inasmuch as the Chief Jus- 
tice in his judgment in Woodward and Sar- 
sons says ballots of this sort are void. Bac. 
18 Sub. Sec, 1 of our Act declares the same 
with regard to uninitiallod ballots aa well 
as to marked ballots. Still the Vice-Chan- 
cellor in the Munck caso, under the 33 See. | 
of the Act, allowed them. It really in this 
case makes no difference as to result, IE 
these ballots are not counted, 1 make out 
of the 23 votes objected to 9 for Doyle and 
11 for Meagher; and if counted, 10 for 


Doyle and 14 for Meagher.

INDEPENDENCE OF PAR LIAM ENT, 


Tho Bill to amend the Indspendenco of Pari 
liament Act introduced by Mr, Mac- 
kenzio is simply a measnre to protect against 
pecuniary ponalties those members who, 
through ignorance, infringed upon the pro» 
visions of the law, or unintentionally brought 
themselves within the scope of its ponal 
clauses.

Our 
soldiers will defend with their blood the 
country gained by their ancestors, and 
mith the help of God maintain the inde- 
pendence of the Osmanli nation, He will 
protect the wives and children ef the sol- 
diers, Should it be necessary, the Sultan 
will go to the army and raise the standard 
of the Kalifat and the Sultanat. The 
Saltan ia ready to sacrilic> his life for the 
honor and independence of the country.” 


Part of the English flset has been order- 
ed to the Bosphorus, and a fleet is held in 


readiness for a reserve, 


Tho G/obe publishes a telegram received 
from Plymouth yesterday trom the Oon- 
troller of the Nary,ordering full partionlars 
to be sent him of all ships in reserve at 
Davenport which could possibly be made 
ready for sea by June the first.

Lonpon, April 27.—A Constantinople 
despatch says the battle of Tchurukson, in 
which the Russians lost 800, has been re- 
newed, 

Liverroor, April 27.—Thoe Courver's 
London correspondent telegraphs:—I have 
the highest authority for atating that Her 
Mojesty’s Government has just beun called 
upoo by Austria to fulni her engege- 
ments ander the Tripartite Treaty of 
1856 for protecting the integrity of the Ot- 
towan Eupire; and that a decision has 
been reached at a Usbinet Oouncil to take 
action ia accordance with the national ob- 
ligation, The Cabinet have resolved to 
make a formal request to the Russian Gov- 
ernment to state the object of the military 
operations, Austria has agreed tu address 
the same enquiry to Russia, As a third 
party to the (ripartite alliayce, France has 
not been required by the other two tv take 
action in cousideration of resolutions be- 
tween France snd Germany. ‘The treaty 
euables any of the three powers to act se- 
parately iu the fulfilment ofits terms or 
to call upon either or both of the other 
powers to fulfil the treaty by joint action.
